A mining man gives the Journal this 


dlscrlptlon of the ore body In the Bell 
workings: 


"I was let down In the bucket and 


carefully examined the formation. For 
a distance of- one hundred feet the 
ground was soft and yellow. Suddenly 
a change occurred. The color was not 
very different, but, Instead of the rock 
being loose, It was cemented together 
with silver, black horn silver. It was 
like as though molten metal had beeto 
poured over gravel and had percolat- 
ed down and solidified. 


"Bell had sunk about twelve feet' In 


this solid ore and In that distance had 
taken out about fifty tons of ore. I 
believe It will run away up In the hun- 
dreds. What Impressed me most was 
the apparently Inexhaustible quantity. 
For this twelve feet everything around 
the shaft and In the bottom !s ore."

The facetious superintendent of 
the shoe shop greeted us with, 'Here 
Is where Indians' 'soles' are made.1 


"These are only a few of the many 


Impressions received and Incidents no- 
led during our visit. We were and are 
of one accord In bellevelng that the 
education of the Indian Is one of tht< 
white man's burdens and he should not 
!ay It down. 


The educated Indian may occasion- 


ally revert to his type and fall to 
become the good and useful citizen that 
the nation plans he should be. Ingrati- 
tude may be a trait too deeply en- 
rooted In the Indian to be entirely era- 
dicated. But the burden still remains 
ours and Its weight should not be 
complained of,
